of my Poem, which deſcribes the Fire, 1 owe firſt to 
the Ptety and Fatherly AﬀeRton of our Monarch to bis 
ſuffering Subjefls ; ana, tn the ſccond place, to the 
courage, loyalty and magnaumity of the City : both 
which were ſo conſpicuous, that 1 bave wanted words 
to celetrate them .as they deſerve, 1 bave call'd my 
Poem Hiſtorical, #o: Epick, though both the Aitons 
and Aftors are as much Heroich, as aiiy Poem can 
contain.”

too bold a Title for a few Stanza's, nhich are little 
more tn number then a ſingle Iliad, or the longeſt of 
the Encids, For this reaſon, ( 1 mean not of lenzth, 
Eut broken ation, tid too ſeverely to the Lawns of 
Hiſtory) 1 am-ap! to agree with thoſe who rauk Lucan 
rather among 1 liſtortaus in Verſe, then Eprque Poets : 
In whoſe room, if 1 am ot decert'/, Silius Iralicus, 
though a worſe Writer, may more juſtly be admitted, 
I bave choſen towrite my Poem in Quatrains or Stan- 
za's if four tn alternate ri:yme, becauſe 1 hace ever 
judg'd them mexe noble, and of greater digmtty, both

tion. The learned Languages bave, certainly, a great 
advantage of us, tu not being tied to the ſlavery of any 
khyme ;, and were leſs conſtratn'd 11 the quantity of 
everyſyllable, which they might Tary with Spondzes 
or DaCtiles, beſides ſo many other belps of Grammart- 
cal Figures, for the lengthning or abbreviation of 
them, = the Modern ave tn tle cloſe of that ove Syl- 
lakle, which often confines, and more ofteu corrup:s the 
ſenſe of all the reſt, But inthis neceſſity of our Rhymes, 
I have always found the couplet Verſe most eaſie, 
(though not ſo proper for this occaſion ) for there the 
work 1s ſooner at an. end, every two lines concluding 
the labour of the Poet: but tn Quattratns be is to carry 
it farther on; and not onelyſo, but to Lear along tn bus 
head the troubleſome ſexſe of four lines together, For 
thoſe who write correfly in thus kind muſt needs ac? 
knowledge, that the last line of the Stanza 15s tobe 
conſider'd in the compoſition of the firſt. Neither cau 
we give our + ues the liberty of making any part of a 
Verſe for the ſake of Rhyme, or concluding with a word 
which ts not currant Engliſh, or «ſing the variety of 
Female Rhymes, all which cur Fathers praflis'd , and 
for the Female Rhymes, they are Still tu uſe among
